United States Role 
In Italy's Red Campaign 
While its never wise to be too optimistic about 
foreign affairs the.se days, the foreca.sters of a huge 
Com m unist vote in the April election in Italy seem 
to have overdone the gloom. 
The Reds have m arked up impressive gains in 
some recent local elections, and Communist agents, 
always well organized, have been spending Moscow 
money like water. 
On the other side, Premier de 
Gasperi and Foreign M inister Sforza have been ener­ 
getic and shrewd campaigners. 
In a nation 9d per 
cent Catholic, th e Vatican has m arshalled its va.st 
Influence against “godle.ss Communism.” 
W estern 
diplomacy made a brilliant stroke with the propo.^al 
to re.store Trieste to Italy. 
As a result, experienced 
observers in Italy now predict th at the CommiinL-jts 
won’t get more than 30 per cent of the vote, instead 
of the 40 per cent, or more, predicted by many 
American commentators. 
The praspects, however, only increa.se the danger 
of a Communist revolt in Italy. 
An indication of it 
Vt seen in the threat of a general strike beginning 
April 8. 
The Soviet coup a t Prague followed evidence 
th a t the Communists would receive a sharp setback 
in the national election scheduled for May. 
For the 
sam e rea.son, the 140,000 Italian Communists, activists 
and reserves, may at any m inute bring out their arm s 
and attem pt a coup d’etat. 
An urgent question then arises in W ashington. 
Should the United States make a public pledge of aid 
to the de Gasperi government in the event of a Com­ 
m unist uprising? 
Considering the vital im portance 
of Italy in the “cold w ar” we cannot afford to let it 
slide by default into the Russian orbit. 
On the other 
hand, de Gasperi has 150,000 trained and loyal state 
police to deal with an uprising. 
If de Gasperi can 
hnrmie the th reat unaided, it would aid greatly to the 
prestige of his governm ent and would be a wonderful 
thing io r Italian morale. 
Of course, if M arshal Tito should send his Yugo­ 
slav troops across the northern frontier in siippoit of 
a Communist uprising, the U. S. w'ould be im m ediate­ 
ly involved in a general war crisis. 
For the moment, 
however, it would .seem wiser strategy to give de 
Gasperi private assurances of arm ed aid, ii^case he 
really needs It against a Communist coup. 
Indeed have already been done.

The Taft-Hartley Act 
Any event in w'hich John L. Lewis participates 
at once becomes personal and dram atic. 
The public 
.sees the coal mine strike as a personal clash between 
.l^hn L., representing 400,000 coal miners, and Pre.si- 
dent Trum an, representing the Governm ent and 140.- 
000,000 people. 
In his characteristic role of Ajax defying the 
lightning, Lewis now denies th a t the T aft-H artley 
Act has anything to do with the coal w’alkout. 
By 
refusing to app-ar before the President’s inquiry board 
a week ago today, Lewis won a 72-hour delay. 
W hen 
the hearing convened Monday morning, Lewis w’as 
absent again. 
He was “disinclined” to attend, he 
said, becau.sc neither he nor his m iners had done 
anything covered by th a t “infam ous enactm ent,” of 
the Taft-H artley law. 
Tlie result is a court order 
against the m an whose defiance of another one last 
year resulted in a $710.000 fine. 
He complied and 
w'ent before the board of inquiry. 
While the personal feud continues, at least on 
Lewi.s’ part, the im portant thing for the country to 
remember Is th at the coal strike is already slowing 
dow’n the wheels of American industry. 
If it con- 
tlnne.s another 10 days the Nation will be confronted 
with a grave emergency. 
The only m an w’ho can find 
complete satisfaction in this .‘situation is Stalin. 
Over the years, the m ilitant tactic.s of John L. 
I pvi’is - aided by an Adm inistration avid for votes~has 
w'on many gains for the coal miners. 
But the vralk- 
out.s of the past couple of years have been costly to 
the miners and dangerous to the country. 
Unlike his 
predece.s.sor. President Trum an ha.s shown no dis­ 
position to knuckle under although he is showing no 
Inclination to speed this controversy to a conclusion. 
He has said he will study the report of his inquiry 
board enroutc to W illiamsburg this weekend to receive 
a college degree 
One m ajor reason for the Taft-H artley law wras a 
congressional desire to “stop Lewis.” 
T hat is why 
Lewis assails it as “the Taft-Slave law*,” and is now’ 
conducting rear-guard assault upon it. using his iron 
will, his ingenious mind and the economic pressure 
of 400,000 coal m iners a t a tim e of national fuel short- 
ftge. 
The whole episode helps to explain why Con­ 
gress passed the law*. 


Miscarriage of Justice

a Detroit court the other day. 
Judge John J. M aher 
rendered a decision th a t will shake the hearts of men 
wherever movies 
are show*n. and 
wherever tn a t

box. plies its brassy trade. 
He sentenced to 45 days 
In th e house of correction one Raymond W. Scott, 
an 18-year-old theater usher. 
Scott’s crime w*as th a t he deliberately and falsely 
inform ed police a time bomb had been planted in the 
downtown 
theater 
where 
he earned 
his 
weekly 
allowance. 
“Tliey haven’t changed the picture in 
six w’eeks and, gee. the monotony was killing me.” 
he told th - judge. 
Tlie fact th a t the movie he had 
seen some five dozen times starred curvaceous Lana 
T urner didn't calm the usher’s ire. 
Young Mr. Scott should be assigned his rightful 
place among America's long-sufTering m artyrs. 
He 
w'as thrust into the dungeon for an act of protest 
which m any have had the urge to register. Tliousands 
of rebellious m inds daily face the challenge of celluloid 
inanities. 
Millions daily w*ince at the tuneful slaugh­ 
ter of “Pistol Packin’ M ama's” m om entary equivalent. 
But few are the stout in heart w*ho will fling them ­ 
selves into the breach in the spirit of rebellion th a t 
made this nation great. 
Mr. Scott, w^e salute you. 
May you get a better 
job when you leave the clink. 
May you be more 
careful about tim e bombs in the future. 
But m ay 
your spirit never die.

The Whoop In Whooping 


Cough 


Whooping cough is a highly con- 
tugious disease involving the res­ 
piratory* tract. Going Hollywood for 
the 
moment, 
it 
might be referred 
to 
as 
a 
super- 
colossal bronchitis 
because it is one 
of the worst th at 
confronts t h e s e 
structures. No age 
is immune and its 
occurrence in eld- 
e r 1 y persons is 
noted n o w and 
then. 
The caus a ti v e 
organism can be 
yrowm outside the 
Dody on a culture 
medium contain­ 
ing glycerin, po­ 
tato, and blood. Tiie victim m ust 
co^igh on the plate because the 
germ is found only in the bron­ 
chial 
secretions 
and 
cannot 
be 
obtained with a cotton swab from 
the 
throat or 
the saliva. 
This 
“cfugh plate” serves as one of the 
H'ost reliable tests in making the 
diagnosis, 
especially 
during 
the 
early stages. A blood test is avail­ 
able also for confirmatory evidence. 
Su^'h laboratory studies are rarely 
required in tyqiical cases; when the 
characteristic whoop appears, it can 
hardly be mistaken for any other 
malady. 


After the bacilli gain access to 
the membranes of the bronchi, in­ 
flammation 
arises 
and 
a 
large 
am ount of stringy 
mucus 
forms. 
Tills m aterial accumulates and is 
expelled by paroxysms of coughing. 
Some authorities do not blame the 
mucus but believe th at the organ­ 
isms m anufacture a toxin 
th at 
acts directly on certain centers of 
the brain. 
Thus the coughing re­ 
flex is stim ulated, producing 
the 
terrific “hacking.” 
The first m anifestation signs 
of 
whooping cough are indistinguish­ 
able from a cold. 
The individual 
sneezes and develops 
sore 
throat 
and a nasal discharge. Tills phase 
persists for between three and 14 
davs. During this period the tight, 
dry cough makes its appearance, be­ 
coming more troublesome as tim e 
goes by, especially at night. 
Then 
the true paroxysms come 
on and 
the youngster may bark from five to 
18 tim es during a single expiration. 
Tlie exertion makes him breathleivs 
and as he gasps for air the typical 
whooping sound ensues. 
W ith the 
next inspiration the cough 
begins 
and the procedure is continued un­ 
til the mucus Is expelled. 
The ordeal Is obviously a strain 
and, with each bout, the skin of the 
face becomes blue and puffy and 
signs of fatigue and exhaustion add 
to the pathetic appearance of the 
victim. 
Meanwhile, most of the 
food is vomited and, unless replaced, 
weight is 
last. 
Some whoop only 
once or twice during the night: 
others, more often. This stage lasts 
from four to six weeks after which 
the disease tapers off in severity. A 
fresh cold 
during the 
following 
m onths, however, may bring a tem ­ 
porary return of the symptoms.

WASHINGTON, April 2—A sheet­ 
ing phrase of the “cold w ar” be­ 
tween the United States and Rus­ 
sia can come at almost any mom­ 
ent should some commander in the 
European 
area 
find 
hinu>elf 
up 
against an ambiguous order 
his headquarters in either W ash­ 
ington or Moscow. 
P\>r the drive by the Soviets to 
make life miserable for the Allies 
in Berlin and thus cause them vol­ 
untarily to withdraw has begun in 
earnest. 
It has for a long lime 
been 
anticipated 
that, 
as 
the 
French. British and American zones 
were combined, the Russians would 
regard Berlin as wholly within their 
sector and 
would 
do e\ erj thing 
possible to bring about the removal 
of the 25.000 Allied troops gar­ 
risoned in Berlin. 
Communications 
between 
t h e 
Russian commanders and their own 
government has often been sub­ 
ject to delay and complicated in­ 
structions. 
Tlie Allied command­ 
ers, on the other hand, have ex­ 
plicit instructions not to move out 
of Berlin. 
The meaning of this plainly is 
th at Britain. France and the United 
States are not to be bluffed. 
If 
Russia commits an overt act. she 
will have to take full responsibi­ 
lity for the consequences. 
Ta Move Short of Shooting 
The Russian technique is to go 
as far as possible to force with­ 
drawal but probably short of any 
actual shooting. 
The danger is 
th a t some m isunderstanding may 
occur and shooting may commence 
anyway. 
This would not necas- 
sarilv mean war, for there would 
always be the opportunity for either 
side to say it was a mistake and for 
the issue to be resolved peacefully. 
It may be the Russians are test­ 
ing again. 
W hen they connived 
with M arshall Tito in Yugoslavia to 
fire on American arm y planes, a 
show of firmness caused an abrupt 
ending of that phase of aggressive­ 
ness. 
It may be th at the Soviet 
authorities are anxious to find out 
how ready the Allies are to bring 
an 
immediate 
showdown. 
They 
will soon get th a t answer, as it is 
believed here th at the western al­ 
lies will insist on keeping their 
forces in Berlin, and if hostilities 
occur the onus will be placed on 
the Moscow regime. 


If Russia wants war, the Berlin 
situation is one th at could furnish 
the basis for an outbreak, but, 
serious as the steps have been m 
the last few days, there is a dis­ 
position here to believe th at the 
Russians wiU abandon their coer­ 
cive tactics suddenly. 
The ^ c t th a t American planes 
are flving food to Berlin offers a 
test. 
If any firing on those planes 
occurs, it mav be th a t retaliatory 
steps will be inevitable. The Ameri­ 
can concept of how wars begin is 
to take a defensive attitude and 
recognize a state of war only ii 
another country does the attacking. 
The American and British and 
French governments feel they have 
a right to occupy a portion of Ber­ 
lin. and if there is any violation 
of th at right, it will be resisted to 
the utmost. 
Belief Is Russia Is Bluffing 
The prevailing belief here is th a t 
the Russians are bluffing and th a t 
the incidents will blow over. 
The 
real fear is th at, if shooting com­ 
mences. it may be difficult to re­ 
strain the passions th at could de­ 
velop in both countries. 
Tlie .American Air Force wouUl 
be the first to go into action if 
Americans are attacked. 
It may 
be assumed th at an adequate quan­ 
tity of bombs of all kinds have been 
lociUed at strategic points for ins­ 
tant use. 
If a crisis does occur, 
however, America is m uch moru 
likely to demand a ce.ssation of 
the attacks under penalty of reprisal 
than to pursue hastllities. 
Once 
such a firm communication is sent, 
the Russians would know w hether 
the United States and the western 
powers mean business. 
Tlie strategy of the Russians m ay 
be to provoke an incident with a 
view 
toward 
discouraging 
the 
peoples of the western democracies 
and cause them to withdraw their 
garrisons. 
The • Russians 
believe 
America, France and Britain are 
war-weary and will withdraw rath er 
than fight. M isinform ation is con­ 
stantly .sent to MO.SCOW by its rep- 
re.sentatives abroad, who tell their 
government mostly w hat it wants 
to hear. 
Hence in incident involv­ 
ing hostilities and an ultim atum 
may finally have to develop be­ 
fore the m isinformation the Rus­ 
sians are given Is thoroughly dis­ 
pelled.

drugs th a t aid in controlling cough. 
Should vomiting occur routinely 
a 
.«ierious problem in feeding exists. 
Smaller meals, at more frequent 
intervals, are advised; some chil­ 
dren can take only liquids.

Lifting The Iron Curtain 
Yesterday I suggested th at Sec­ 
retary M arshall m ight make one 
last, straight-irom -the-heart 
ser- 
m on-on-the-m oim t appeal to Rus­ 
sia th at if it means w hat it says 
about peace it should raise the Iron 
Curtain and let the American and 
Russina people get acquainted. If 
th a t 
appeal 
failed 
then 
there 
wouldn't be any argum ent about 
going ahead with rearm am ent. 
On top of this idea I have 
been trying to figure out just 
what individual citizens eould 
do to win friends both behind 
and on the rim of the iron cur­ 
tain. For if you can win friends 
among peopie you make it aw­ 
fully hard for dictators to start 
war. That's one big reason dic­ 
tators keep their people in ig­ 
norance—so as to make it easy 
to start war. 
Of course. General M arshall is 
probably the only m an who could 
make a world-wide appeal to the 
Ru.ssian 
people — and 
to 
others 
around the Iron Curtain. But quite 
a 
few patriotic 
Americans have 
been doing more than their part 
in sending Democracy mes.sages to 
Italy. W alter Lemmon 
of World 
Wide Broadcasting has been doing 
a whale of a job beaming radio 
messages to Italy. Mrs. Francesca 
Lodge, wife of the Connecticut Con­ 
gressman, has worked night and day 
translating 
these 
messages, 
and 
scores of people have cooperated. 
In a democracy you don t leave 
everything to the government. In a 
democracy, in fact, the people* are 
usually ahead of their government. 
So 
perhaps 
individual 
citizens 
could 
amplify this 
technique of 
winning friends. Perhaps via the 
radio we could get the people of 
Russia and other countries talking 
—not 
about Miss Hush or The 
Walking Man, but about peace and 
democracy. 
Wrist Watches And Democracy 
W hen Russian troops got into 
Berlin, they wçre dazzled even by 
Hitler's disrupted and shoddy civ­ 
ilization. Thev bought wrist watches 
by the bushel. 'Tliey piled horse- 
carts full of all sorts of m aterial 
things. This was a new world. They 
never knew such things 
existed. 
They had heard 
only 
Moscow’s 
propaganda th at Communism pro­ 
duced the best of all things and 
for the first time they began to 
have their doubts. 
That’s why there have been 
so many Red .Army desertions 
in occupied Europe. 
Remembering this, I have been 
thinking it might be a good idea 
to beam a radio program to Russia 
and other sem i-Iron C urtain coun­ 
tries 
offering 
a 
hundred 
WTist 
watches as prizes for the best let­ 
ters on how to bring about a demo­ 
cratic peace with the US.A—on how 
to make peace and democracy live. 
For the chance to get a wrist 
watch thousands of Russians 
and 
other 
Europeans 
would 
keep their ears glued to the 
radio day and night. Not oiil> 
would 
they 
do some special 
thinking about peace and de­ 


mocracy but incidentally they 
would hear a lot more of the 
State Department’s propaganda 
broadcasts. Most important of 
all, they would do some think­ 
ing about friendship with the 
United States. 


Maybe I ’m wrong, but somehow 
I think the idea m ight work. At 
any rate you can’t beat something 
with nothing. You can’t lick phony 
ideas except by getting better ideas 
to take their place. And we can't 
sit w'atching the world drift toward 
war w’ithout doing something about 
it. 
. , 
Perhaps we could stage a quick 
trial of the idea in Italy where 
democracy is fighting a vital front­ 
line battle, then later warm up to 
a longer radio barrage to the Rus- 
.<iian people on how to make de­ 
mocracy live. 
Soap Won Friends 
During the war we spent m il­ 
lions dropping pamphlets, soap, and 
tea bags wdth messages attached 
in order to win people behind the 
enemy lines. This is modern w ar­ 
fare. It saves a lot of lives. 


Today we are spending bil­ 
lions to draft men, build air­ 
plane carriers, prepare for an­ 
other war. But we spend almost 


nothing on trying to head off 
that war—on softening the po­ 
tential enemy, on winning over 
its people. 


Americans are the most ingen­ 
ious and resourceful people in the 
world. We are also supposed to be 
the greatest salesmen. And if we 
can’t sell democracy better than the 
Russians 
can 
sell 
Communism 
there’s something wrong with us. 
Several centuries ago. men fought 
with swords and lances. They had 
to be within striking distance. L at­ 
er they fought a little farther apart 
with muskets and cannon. 
Then 
field artillery w*as able to increase 
the range, until now* the airplane 
and rocket have carried warfare 
across oceans and continents. 


However, the range must he 
increased even farther. It must 
be increased to 5,000 miles or 
more, by radio, letter or courier 
to undermine the ability of dic­ 
tators to make war. Actually, 
the strategy* of the future has 
got to be a campaign to pre­ 
vent war.

A rthur H. Vandenberg proportion­ 
ally improve. When people are in a 
fix, they naturally look to a m an 
of stature and experience to get 
them out. But it ks also im portant 
to note th at the practical likelihood 
of Vandenberg’s getting the Repub­ 
lican nom ination at Philadelphia is 
increasing equally with the Vanden­ 
berg sentiment. 
The .state convention of Michigan 
Republicans, which is due to take 
place as these words are printed, 
sliould be an im portant develop­ 
m ent in the Vandenberg candidacy. 
Tlie Senator hinuself has no part 
in this, of course. He has twice pub­ 
licly urged the Republicans of his 
home state to choose some other 
candidate. 
He has more recently 
told the state’s national committee­ 
man, A rthur Summexfield, th at he 
was entirely free to organize M ich­ 
igan for Governor 'Thomas E. Dewey, 
as Summerfield was briefly inclined 
to try to do. 
Yet Senator Vandenberg’s d e ^ - 
edly active refusal to connive a t his 
own candidacy has, in the end, 
failed to discourage hi.s .«Jupporters. 
Summerfield and the other M ich­ 
igan leaders are expected to adopt 
a peculiar expedient at theii* state 
meeting. 
Unless 
something 
goes 
very wrong, they will send a dele­ 
gation to Philadelphia uncommitted 
to anv candidate. At the same time, 
they will adopt a resolution at the 
state 
convention 
declaring 
their 
hearty support for Senator Vanden­ 
berg for any office in the land. And 
in the early balloting at the national 
convention ' at Philadelphia, their 
uncommitted delegates will prob­ 
ably cast their votes for Vanden­ 
berg without placing him formally 
in nomination. 
'This curious and rather complex 
device is obviously intended to keep 
the 
Vandenberg candidacy 
thor­ 
oughly alive w*ithout risking another 
of Senator Vandenberg’s entirely 
sincere appeals to let his candidacy 
die. It is difficult to see what the 
Senator can do about it. And it is 
very easy to see th a t in the present 
circumstances, the device may prove 
singularly effective. 
'The tru th is th at practical polit­ 
ical considerations, as well as the 
danger of the world situation, are 
giving extra impetus to the drive 
for Vandenberg for President. Spe­ 
cifically, 
Governor 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey has two tests ahead, in W’is- 
consin and Nebraska, where he has 
a great deal to lase and not very 
much to gain. If Dewey does lose, 
the real ?'ainer will be V.andenbeni 


The WL-iCon.sin prim ary on April 
6 will be watched with desperate 
attention by all national political 


leaders. The state organization, plus 
former Governor Philip LaFollette, 
pins W’illiam Randolph H earst and 
Colonel Robert R. McCormick, plus 
the whole strange fringe of voters 
who follow* Hearst and McCormick, 
have lined up for General of the 
Army Douglas M acArthur. 
Tills is strange and pretty unap­ 
petizing company. But the fact re­ 
m ains th at the dopesters believe 
M acArthur will leave Dewey a very 
poor second in Wisconsin. If Dcwcy 
receives a setback in Wisconsin, and 
if the dopesters are also correct 
th at the outlook is bad for him in 
Nebraska, his candidacy 
w*ill 
be 
pretty badly damaged. 
The New York governor will still 
be likely to go to Philadelphia with 
m uch the largest single block of 
delegates. But he will be in danger 
of lacking that m argin of pulling 
power which the aura of success 
inevitably confers. To take a very 
simple example, if Dewey wins in 
■Wisconsin and Nebraska, iu will be 
tem pting for National Committee­ 
m an Summerfield to yield again to 
his inclination to swing the Mich­ 
igan delegates dram atically to the 
New Yorker. But if Dewey lases in 
these tw’o states, it 
will not be 
tempting, because Michigan support 
w*ill not assure Dewey’s nomination. 
If Dew'ey seems unable to make 
the grade, however, only two candi­ 
date's will rem ain, except Jh c dark­ 
est horses, who represent the forces 
of 
modernity in the Republican 
party. 
These candida*^es 
will 
be 
Vandenberg 
and 
Harold 
Stassen. 
Stassen is too much disliked by the 
organiJiations to have more than an 
outside chance himself. 
He has already signified th at if 
he cannot get the nomination, he 
w*ant.s it to go to Vandenberg. The 
same almost certainly holds true of 
Dewey. 


'There rem ains the possibility th a t 
a M acArthur victory in Wisconsin, 
plus a resounding defeat of Stassen 
by Senator Robert A. T aft in the 
Ohio 
primary, 
w*ill 
give 
great 
strength to the more conservative 
and backward-looking Republicans. 
Of these, the chief are Speaker 
Joseph M artin and Senator Taft, for 
whom M acArthur is unquestionably 
serving, in effect, as a sort of 
flamboyant stalking horse. But the 
tru th is th at if the nom ination of 
a Taft or a M artin seems a t all 
Republicans, now divided and dis­ 
organized, will probably coalesce in 
last-ditch opposition. A stop-Taft 
movement will need a candidate of 
its own, of course. 
Again, Vandenberg is the natural 
choice. Altogether, it Is well for the 
Republicans, and for the country, 
th at the nimor.s about the Senator’.s 
health are now known to be utterly 
without foundation. He can serve, 
and if genuinely drafted, he wiU 
serve.

Not By Fear 
I 


T SEEMS to me th at as things 
are the government should at 
ail times be in a position to meet 
any emergency for the national 
defense. 'Therefore, the draft is a 
reasonable measure. Certainly, our 
present objective enemy will give 
little or no notice. In fact, the 
atomic bomb makes notice of war 
impossible. 


We must at all times be ready, 
even though a p e r m a n e n t 
standing army is offensive to 
the American people. That is 
one of the many prices we have 
to pay for the mistakes of our 
rulers. 


On the other hand, if the govern­ 
m ent has the draft, universal mili­ 
tary service would seem to be un- 
ne.sessary. A six-m onth period of 
orientation and indoctrination is 
either too much or too little. If 
after eight years in elementary 
school and four in high school, the 
American boy ha.s still to be told 
th at he is an American, something 
exceedingly 
foul 
evists 
in 
our 
schools. 


If that task is to be under­ 
taken by the .\rmy after the 
chilil has been corrupted by 
the schools, six months is not 
enough. Instead of disrupting 
the child's life by universal mil­ 
itary service, w*e ought to dis­ 
cover what i.s wrong with our 
sch<K)ls—and 
correct 
what 
is 
wrong, the educators notwith­ 
standing. 


The draft is a fairer, a more 
equitable system of handling this 
problem. During the d raft period, 
the young m an w*ould have ample 
time to be trained in m ilitary ser­ 
vice and formation. Tlio.se draftees 
who are m arried or whase work is 
essential could be inducted in the 
National 1 uard, w*hich should be 
incrca.singly im portant ( particularly 
as. in the next year, the Fifth Col­ 
umn, consisting of American citi­ 
zens, may be our severe.st enemy. 


So, let us have the draft as a 
permanent 
institution, 
using 
sufh manpower as we actually 
need, no more, no less. It is in­ 
finitely important to keep as 
many of our boys in college for 
technical training as is possible. 
I’hemists, for instance, are as 
Important as soldiers for the 
national defense. 


'The real obstacle to a .sane ap­ 
proach to the problem b the rever­ 
sion to the fear technique. If the 
American people have to be fright­ 
ened into upatriotism , our civiliza­ 
tion has failed and will be destroyed. 
If the Army and Navy have to use 
the 
clatter 
of 
erstwhile 
Stalin 
boasters on the radio to stir the 
American to a love of country, the 
Army and Navy have lost the con­ 
fidence of American people. 


If they have to have scare- 
sters shrieking over the airwaves 
that Stalin Is on his way over 
here as they screamed that Hit­ 
ler was on his way over here, 
then we are a debased race. 


Not by feax Is a strong people 
moved to love their country and to 
make .sacrifices for it. The proof of 
the tru th of th at is th a t the scare 
glamor has fallen flat and the 
American response to it has been 
without faith or fervor. Nothing 
can move our people but a great 
faith in our civilization, a fervent 
belief th at we live under a form of 
government and in a way of life 
th at is superior to all others, and 
th at for it we are willing to die. 
It was in th at spirit th at the 
pioneers risked the forest, fought 
the Indians, crossed fierce and un­ 
known rivers and built a free society 
for courageous people. It was nc^ 
feax th at produced a Miles Standish 
or a Daniel Boone or a Lewis and 
Clark. It was not fear th at stirred 
our ancestors to write the May­ 
flower Compact, the Declaration of 
Independence, or the Constitution 


of the United States. A people who 
fear, cringe before power and debase 
themselves before the mighty. 


It is not by fear that we shall 
achieve greatness. It is by faith 
—4>y faith in our institutions, in 
our civilization which is based 
upon the dignity of man, pro­ 
tected by our Constitution and 
Law. 


T hat was not told our soldiers in 
the orientation and indoctrination 
courses in the last war. Instead they 
were told the w'onders of our ally, 
Soviet Russia, wonders th a t we ar« 
now being told w’ere, in reality, he.s. 
We w ant no more lies of one kind 
or another.

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United States Role 
In Italy's Red Campaign 
While its never wise to be too optimistic about 
foreign affairs the.se days, the forecasters of a huge 
Communist vote in the April election in Italy seem 
to have overdone the gloom. 
The Reds have marked up impressive gains in 
some recent local elections, and Communist agents, 
always well organized, have been spending Moscow 
money like water. 
On the other side, Premier de 
©aspen and Foreign Minister Sierra have been ener­ 
getic and shrewd campaigners. 
In a nation 95 per 
cent Catholic, the Vatican has marshalled its vast 
Influence against “godless Communism.” 
Western 
diplomacy made a brilliant stroke with the proposal 
to restore Trieste to Italy. 
A> a result, experienced 
observers in Italy now predict that the Communists 
won’t get more than 30 per cent of the vote, instead 
of the 40 per cent, or more, predicted by many 
American commentators. 
The praspects, however, only increase the danger 
of a Communist revolt in Italy. 
An Indication of It 
I* seen in the threat of a general strike beginning 
April fi. 
The Soviet coup at Prague followed evidence 
that the Communists would receive a sharp setback 
In the national election scheduled for May. 
For the 
same reason, the 140.000 Italian Communists, activists 
and reserves, may at any minute bring out their arms 
and attempt a coup d’etat. 
An urgent question then arises in Washington: 
Should the United States make a public pledge of aid 
to the de Gasper! government in the event of a Com­ 
munist uprising? 
Considering the vital importance 
of Italy in the “cold war” we cannot afford to let it 
slide by default into the Russian orbit. 
On the other 
hand, de Gasperi has 150.000 trained and loyal state 
police to deal with an uprising. 
If de Gasper! can 
hat#!Ie the threat unaided, it would aid greatly to the 
prestige of his government and would be a wonderful 
thing Jor Italian morale. 
Of course, if Marshal Tito should send his Yugo­ 
slav troops across the northern frontier in support of 
a Communist uprising, the U. S would be immediate­ 
ly involved in a general war crisis. 
For the moment, 
however, it would seem wiser strategy to give de 
G.is-peri private assurances of armed aid, in case he 
really needs It, against a Communist coup. 
This may 
indeed have already been done. 


Why Congress Passed 
The Taft-Hartley Act 
Any event in which John L. Lewis participates 
at once becomes personal and dramatic. 
The public 
sees the coal mine strike as a personal clash between 
Jtihn L., representing 400.000 coal miners, and Presi­ 
dent Truman, representing the Government and 140- 
000,000 people. 
In his characteristic role of Ajax defying the 
lightning, Lewis now denies that the Taft-Hartley 
Act has anything to do with the coal walkout. 
By 
refusing to appear before the President’s inquiry board 
a week ago today, I^cwis won a 72-hour delay. 
When 
the hearing convened Monday morning, Lewis was 
absent again. 
He was “disinclined” to attend, he 
said, because neither he nor his miners had done 
anything covered by that “Infamous enactment” of 
the Taft-Hartley law. 
Tile result is a court order 
against the man whose defiance of another one last 
year resulted in a $710000 fine. 
He complied and 
went before the board of inquiry. 
While the personal feud continues, at least on 
Lewis* part the important thing for the country to 
remember Is that the coal strike is already slowing 
down the wheels of American industry. 
If it con­ 
tinues another IO days the Nation will be confronted 
with a grave emergency. 
Tile only man who can find 
complete satisfaction in this situation is Stalin. 
Over the years, the militant tactics of John L. 
lewis aided bv an Administration avid for votes—has 
won many gains for the coal miners. 
But the walk­ 
outs of the past couple of years have been costly to 
the miners and dangerous to the country. 
Unlike his 
predecessor, President Truman has shown no dis­ 
position to knuckle under although he is showing no 
inclination to speed this controversy to a conclusion. 
He has said he will study the report of his inquiry 
board enroute to Williamsburg this weekend to receive 
a college degree 
One major reason for the Taft-Hartley law was a 
congressional desire to “stop Lewis.** 
That is why 
Lewis assails it as “the Taft-Slave law” and is now 
conducting rear-guard assault upon it, using his iron 
win, his ingenious mind and the economic pressure 
of 400.POO coal miners at a time of national fuel short­ 
age. 
Tile whole episode helps to explain why Con­ 
gress passed the law 


Miscarriage of Justice 
A grave miscarriage of Justice was perpetrated in 
a Detroit court the other day. 
Judge John J. Maher 
rendered a decision that will shake the hearts of men 
wherever movies are shown, and wherever tfiat 
monstrous monument to modern progress, the Juke 
box. plies its brassy trade. 
He sentenced to 45 days 
In the house of correction one Raymond W Scott, 
an 18-year-old theater usher. 
Scott’s crime was that he deliberately and falsely 
informed police a time bomb had been planted in the 
downtown theatei 
where he earned his weekly 
allowance. 
“They haven’t changed the picture in 
six w eek s and. pee, the monotony was killing mc.” 
he told th Judge. 
The fact that the movie he had 
seen some five dozen times starred curvaceous Lana 
Turner didn’t cairn the usher’* ire. 
Young Mr. Scott should be assigned his rightful 
place among America’s long-suffering martyrs. 
He 
was thrust into the dungeon for an act of protest 
which many have had the urge to register. Thousands 
of rebellious minds daily face the challenge of celluloid 
Inanities. 
Millions daily wince at the tuneful slaugh­ 
ter of * Pistol Parkin* Mama’s” momentary equivalent. 
But few are the stout in heart who will fling them­ 
selves into the breach in the spirit of rebellion that 
made this nation great. 
Mr Scott, we salute you. 
May you get a better 
Job when you leave the clink. 
May you be more 
careful about time bombs in the future. 
But may 
your spirit never die.

The Whoop In Whooping 


Cough 


Whooping cough is a highly con­ 
tagious disease involving the res­ 
piratory tract. Going Hollywood for 
the 
moment, 
it 
might be referred 
to as 
a super- 
colossal bronchitis 
because it is one 
of the worst that 
confronts t h e s e 
structures. No age 
Is immune and its 
occurrence in eld- 
e r I y persons is 
noted now and 
then. 
The causative 
organism can be 
grown outside the 
r 
oody on a culture 
Tedium contain- 
*** » 
n e glycerin, po­ 
tato. and blood. Tile victim must 
cough on the plate because the 
germ is found only in the bron­ 
chial 
secretions 
and 
cannot 
be 
obtained with a cotton swab from 
the 
throat or the saliva. 
This 
“Cf ugh plate” serves as one of the 
mast reliable tests in making the 
diagnosis, 
especially 
during 
the 
early stages. A blood test is avail­ 
able a lo for confirmatory evidence. 
Surii laboratory studies are rarely 
required in typical cases; when the 
characteristic whoop appears, it can 
hardly be mistaken for any other 
malady. 


Alter the bacilli gain access to 
the membranes of the bronchi, in­ 
flammation 
arises 
and 
a 
large 
amount of stringy 
mucus 
forms. 
This material accumulates and is 
expelled by paroxysms of coughing. 
Some authorities do not blame the 
mucus but believe that the organ­ 
isms manufacture a toxin 
that 
acts directly on certain centers of 
the brain. Thus the coughing re­ 
flex is stimulated, producing 
the 
terrific “hacking." 
' The first manifestation signs of 
whooping cough are indistinguish­ 
able from a cold. 
The individual 
sneezes and develops 
sore 
throat 
and a nasal discharge. Tills phase 
persists for between three and 14 
days. During this period the tight, 
dry cough makes its appearance, be­ 
coming more troublesome as time 
goes by, especially at night. Then 
the true paroxysms come on and 
the youngster may bark from five to 
18 times during a single expiration. 
Tile exertion makes him breathless 
and as he gasps for air the typical 
whooping sound ensues. With the 
next inspiration the cough 
begins 
and the procedure is continued un­ 
til the mucus Is expelled. 
Tile ordeal Is obviously a strain 
and. with each boul the skin of the 
face becomes blue and puffy and 
signs of fatigue and exhaustion add 
to tile pathetic appearance of tile 
victim. 
Meanwhile, most of the 
food is vomited and. unless replaced, 
weight is 
lost. Some whoop only 
once or twice during the night; 
others, more often. This stage lasts 
from four to six weeks after which 
the disease tapers off in severity. A 
fresh cold 
during the 
following 
months, however, may brlnff a tem­ 
porary return of the symptoms. 
• — • —• 
Vaccines are available for pre­ 
vention and are given usually dur­ 
ing the second half year of life or 
earlier, since whooping cough 
is 
most daft rous during infancy. 
A 
hyjienmmune serum is available to 
protect 
exposed 
youngsters 
and 
sometimes proves helpful even after 
the disorder is well established. The 
sulfonamides are beneficial particu­ 
larly when complications 
develop. 
Otherwise the 
physician 
employs 
drugs that aid in controlling cough. 
Should vomiting occur routinely a 
serious problem in freding exists. 
Smaller meals, at more frequent 
intervals, are advised; soma chil­ 
dren can take only liquids.

Russma people get acquainted. If 
that

failed 
then 
there 
wouldn t be any argument about 
going ahead with rearmament. 
On top of fbi* idea I have 
been frying lo figure out just 
what individual citizens could 
do to win friend* both behind 
and on the nm of the iron cur­ 
tain. For lf you ran win friend* 
among people von make It aw­ 
fully hard for dictator* to start 
war. I hat * one big reason dic­ 
tator* keep their people In ig­ 
norance—m» aa to make It easy 
to start war. 
Of course. General Marshall is 
probably the only man who could 
make a world-wide appeal to the 
Russian people — and to others 
around the Iron Curtain. But quite 
a few patriotic Americans have 
been doing more than their part 
in sending Democracy messages to 
Italy, Walter Lemmon of World 
Wide Broadcasting has been doing 
a whale of a job beaming radio 
messages to Italy. Mrs. Ftanccsca 
Lodge, wife of the Connecticut Con­ 
gressman. has worked night and day 
translating 
these 
messages, 
and 
scores of people have cooperated. 
In a democracy you dont leave 
everything to the government. In a 
democracy, in fact, the people* are 
usually ahead of their government. 
So 
perhaps 
Individual 
citizens 
could amplify this technique of 
winning friends Perhaps via the 
radio we could get the people of 
Russia and other countries talking 
—not about Miss Hush or The 
Walking Man. but about peace and 
democracy. 
Wri«t Watches And Democ cart 
When Russian troops got into 
Berlin, they were dazzled even by 
Hitler s disrupted and shoddy civ­ 
ilization. They bought wrist watches 
by the bushel. They piled horse­ 
car!* full of all sort* of material 
things. This was a new world. They 
never knew such things existed. 
They had heard 
only 
Moscow* 
propaganda that Communism pro­ 
duced the best of all things and 
for the first time they began to 
have their doubts. 
, 
That* why there have been 
m many Red Army desertions 
in occupied Europe. 
Remembering this, I have been 
thinking it might be a good idea 
to beam a radio program to Russia 
and other scmi-Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries 
offering 
a 
hundred 
wnst 
watches as prizes for the best let­ 
ters on how to bring about a demo­ 
cratic peace with the CSA—on how 
to make peace and democracy live 
For the chance in get a wrist 
watch thousands of Russian* 
and

Europeans 
would 
keep their ears flued to the 
radio day and night. Not ooh 
would 
they do some special

mocracy but incidentally they 
would hear a lot more of the 
State Department’s propaganda 
broadcasts. Most important of 
all, they would do some think­ 
ing a both friendship with the 
United States. 


Maybe I’m wrong, but somehow 
I think the idea might work. At 
any rate 5*ou can’t beat something 
with nothing. You can’t lick phony 
ideas except by getting better ideas 
to u k e their place. And we can’t 
sit watching the world drift toward 
war without doing something about 
it. 
Perhaps we could sUge a quick 
trial of tile idea in Italy where 
democracy is fighting a vital front­ 
line battle, then later warm up to 
a longer radio barrage to the Rus­ 
sian people on how to make de­ 
mocracy live. 
Soap Won Friends 
During the war we spent mil­ 
lions dropping pamphlets, soap, and 
tea bags with messages attached 
in order to win people behind the 
enemy lines. This is modern war­ 
fare. It saves a lot of lives. 


Today we are spending bil­ 
lion* lo draft men. build air­ 
plane carrier*, prepare for an­ 
other war. Rut we spend almost 


nothing on trying to head off 
that war—on softening the po­ 
tential enemy, on winning over 
its people. 


Americans are the most ingen­ 
ious and resourceful people in the 
world. We are also supposed to be 
the greatest salesmen. And if we 
can't sell democracy better than the 
Russians 
can 
sell 
Communism 
there* something wrong with us. 
Several centuries ago. men fought 
with swords and lances. They had 
to be within striking distance. Lat­ 
er they fought a little farther apart 
with muskets and cannon. 
Then 
field artillery was able to increase 
the range, until now the airplane 
and rocket have carried warfare 
across oceans and continents. 


However, the range must be 
increased even farther. It must 
be increased to 5.000 miles or 
more, by radio, letter or courier 
to undermine the ability of dic­ 
tators to make war. Actually, 
the strategy of the future has 
got to be a campaign to pre­ 
vent war. 


You can call it commercial if 
you want to, but we’ve got to ap­ 
ply modem American techniques 
to the business of selling peace.

But it is also important 
to note that the practical likelihood 
of Vandenberg* getting the Repub­ 
lican nomination at Philadelphia is 
increasing equally with the V a n is ­ 
her* sentiment. 
The state convention of Michigan 
Republicans, which is due to take 
place a* these words are printed, 
should be an important develop­ 
ment in the Vandenberg candidacy. 
The Senator himself has no part 
in this, of course. He has twice pub­ 
licly urged the Republicans of his 
home state to choose some other 
candidate 
He has more recently 
told the states national committee­ 
man, Arthur Summerfield, that he 
was entirely free to organize Mich­ 
igan for Governor Thomas E Dewey. 
as Summerfield was briefly inclined 
to try to do. 
Yet Senator Vandenberg* decid­ 
edly active refusal to connive at his 
own candidacy has, in the end. 
failed to discourage hi* supporters. 
Summerfield and the other Mich­ 
igan leaders are expected to adopt 
a peculiar expedient at their state 
meeting. 
Unless something 
goes 
very wrong, they will send a dele­ 
gation to Philadelphia uncommitted 
to any candidate. At the same time, 
they will adopt a resolution at the 
state convention 
declaring 
their 
hearty support for Senator Vanden­ 
berg for any office in the land. And 
in the early balloting at the national 
convention*at Philadelphia, their 
uncommitted delegates will prob­ 
ably cast their votes for Vanden­ 
berg without placing hon formally 
in nomination. 
This curious and rather complex 
device is obviously intended to keep 
the Vandenberg candidacy thor­ 
oughly alive without risking another 
of Senator Vandenberg* entirely 
sincere appeals lo let his candidacy 
die.

The Wisconsin primary on April 
6 will be watched with desperate 
attention by ail national political 


leaders. The state organization, plus 
former Governor Philip LaFollctte. 
plus William Randolph Hears t and 
Colonel Robert R McCormick, plus 
the whole strange fringe of voters 
who follow Hcarst and McCormick, 
have lined up for General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur. 
This Is strange and pretty unap­ 
petizing company. But the fact re­ 
mains that the do pest ere believe 
MacArthur will leave Dewey a very 
poor second in Wisconsin. If Dewey 
receives a setback in Wisconsin, and 
if the dopester* are also correct 
that the outlook is bad for him in 
Nebraska, his candidacy alii be 
pretty badly damaged. 
The New York governor wtll still 
be likely to go to Philadelphia with 
much the largest single block of 
delegates. Bu: he will be In danger 
of lacking that margin of pulling 
pawer which the aura of success 
inevitably confers. To take a very 
simple example, if Dewey wins in 
Wisconsin and Nebraska. U will be 
tempting for National Committee­ 
man Summerfield to yield again to 
his inclination to swing the Mich­ 
igan delegates dramatically to the 
New Yorker. But lf Dewey loses in 
these two states. It will not be 
tempting, because Michigan support 
will not assure Dewey* nomination. 
If Dewey seems unable to make 
the grade, however, only two candi­ 
dates will remain, except Jhc dark­ 
est horses, who represent the forces 
of modernity in the Republican 
party.

Shooting Phase Of "Cold War” 


Can Come At Almost Any Time 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. April 2—A shoot­ 
ing phrase of the “cold war” be­ 
tween the United States and Rus­ 
sia can come at almost any mom­ 
ent should some commander in the 
European area 
find 
himself 
up 
against an ambiguous order from 
his headquarters rn either Wash­ 
ington or Moscow. 
For the drive by the Soviets to 
make life miserable for the Allies 
in Berlin and thus cause them vol­ 
untarily to withdraw has begun in 
earnest. 
It has for a long time 
been 
anticipated 
that, 
as 
the 
French. British and American zones 
were combined, the Russians would 
regard Berlin as wholly within their 
sector and would do everything 
possible to bring about the removal 
of the 25.000 Allied troops gar­ 
risoned in Berlin. 
Communications 
between 
th e 
Russian commanders and their own 
government has often been sub­ 
ject to delay and complicated in­ 
structions. 
The Allied command­ 
ers, on the other hand, have ex­ 
plicit instructions not to move out 
of Berlin. 
The meaning of this plainly is 
that Britain. France and the United 
States are not to be bluffed. 
If 
Russia commits an overt act. she 
will have to take full responsibi­ 
lity for the consequences. 
x 
To Move Short of Shooting 
The Russian technique is to go 
as far as possible to force with­ 
drawal but probably short of any 
actual shooting. 
The danger is 
that some misunderstanding may 
occur and shooting may commence 
anyway. 
This would not neces­ 
sarily mean war, for there would 
always be the opportunity for either 
side to say it was a mistake and for 
the issue to be resolved peacefully. 
It may be the Russians are test­ 
ing again. 
When they connived 
with Marshall Tito in Yugoslavia to 
fire on American army planes, a 
show of firmness caused an abrupt 
ending of that phase of aggressive­ 
ness. 
It may be that the Soviet 
authorities are anxious to find out 
how ready the Allies are to bring 
an 
immediate 
showdown. 
They 
will soon get that answer, as it Is 
believed here that the western al­ 
lies will insist on keeping their 
forces in Berlin, and if hostilities 
occur the onus will be placed on 
the Moscow regime. 


If Russia wants war. the Berlin 
situation is one that could furnish 
the basis for an outbreak, but, 
serious as the steps have been in 
the last few days, there ti a dis­ 
position here to believe that the 
Russians will abandon their coer­ 
cive tactics suddenly. 
The iect that American planes 
are flying food to Berlin offers a 
test. If any firing on those planes 
occurs, it may be that retaliatory 
steps will be inevitable. The Ameri­ 
can concept of how ware begin ti 
to take a defensive attitude and 
recognize a state of war only if 
another country does the attacking. 
The American and British and 
French governments feel they have 
a right to occupy a portion of Ber­ 
lin. and if there ti any violation 
of that right, it will be resisted to 
the utmost. 
Belief Is Rassis Is Bluffing 
The prevailing belief here is thai 
the Russians are bluffing and that 
the incidents will blow over. 
The 
real fear ti that, if shooting com­ 
mences. it may be difficult to re­ 
strain the passions that could de­ 
velop in both countries. 
The American Air Force would 
be the first to go into action if 
Americans are attacked. 
It may 
be assumed that an adequate quan­ 
tity of bomb* of all kinds have been 
located at strategic points for ins­ 
tant use. 
If a crisis does occur, 
however. America ti much mara 
likely to demand a cessation of 
the attacks under penalty of reprisal 
than to pursue hostilities. 
Once 
such a firm communication ti sent, 
the Russians would know whether 
the United States and the western 
powers mean business. 
Tile strategy of the Russians may 
be to provoke an incident with rn 
view 
toward 
discouraging 
the 
peoples of the western democracies 
and cause them to withdraw their 
garrisons. 
The • Russians believe 
America, France and Britain are 
war-weary and will withdraw rather 
than fight. Misinformation is con­ 
stantly sent to Moscow by its rep­ 
resentatives abroad, who tell their 
government mostly what it wants 
to hear, Hence in incident involv­ 
ing hostilities and an ultimatum 
may finally have to develop be­ 
fore the misinformation the Rus­ 
sians are given ti thoroughly dis­ 
pelled

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Not By Fear 
I 


T SEEMS to me that as things 
are the government should at 
all times be in a position to meet 
any emergency for the national 
defense. Therefore, the draft is a 
reasonable measure. Certainly, our 
present objective enemy will give 
little or no notice. In fact, the 
atomic bomb makes notice of war 
impossible. 


We must at all times be rrady. 
even though a p e r m a n e n t 
standing army Is offensive to 
the American people. That is 
one of the many prire* we have 
to pay for the mistakes of our 
ruler*. 


On the other hand, if the govern­ 
ment has the draft, universal mili­ 
tary service would seem to be un­ 
necessary. A six-month period of 
orientation and indoctrination is 
either too much or too little. If 
after eight years in elementary 
school and four in high school, the 
American boy has still to be told 
that he is an American, something 
exceedingly 
foul 
evists 
in 
our 
schools. 


lf that task is to br under­ 
taken by the Army after the 
child has been corrupted by 
the schools, six months Is not 
enough. Instead of disrupting 
the child* life*by universal mil­ 
itary service, we ought to dis­ 
cover what is wrong with our 
school.*—and correct what is 
wrong, the educator* notwith­ 
standing. 


The draft ti a fairer, a more 
equitable system of handling this 
problem. During the draft period, 
tile young man would have ample 
time to be trained in military ser­ 
vice and formation. Those draftees 
who are married or whose work ti 
essential could be inducted in the 
National Guard, which should be 
increasingly important! particularly 
as. rn the next year, the Fifth Col­ 
umn, consisting of American citi­ 
zens, may be our severest enemy. 


So. let us have the draft a* a 
permanent 
institution, 
using 
such manpower a* we actually 
need, no more, no less. It is in­ 
finitely important to keep as 
many of our boys in college for 
technical training as Is possible. 
Chemist*, for instance, are as 
important aa soldier* for the 
national defense. 


The real obstacle to a sane ap­ 
proach to the problem ti the rever­ 
sion to the fear technique. If the 
American people have to be fright­ 
ened into upatriottim. our civiliza­ 
tion has failed and will be destroyed. 
II the Army and Navy have to use 
the 
clatter 
of 
erstwhile Stalin 
boosters on the radio to stir the 
American to a love of country, the 
Army and Navy have lost the con­ 
fidence of American people. 


If they have to have seare­ 
ster* shrieking e m the airwaves 
that Stalin it sn his way over 
here as they screamed that Hit­ 
ler was on his way over here, 
then we are a debased rare. 


Not by fear is a strong people 
moved to love their country and to 
make sacrifices for It. The proof of 
the truth of that ti that the scare 
glamor has fallen fiat and the 
American response to it has been 
without faith or fervor. Nothing 
can move our people but a great 
faith in our civilization, a fervent 
belief that we live under a form of 
government and in a way of life 
that ti superior to all others, and 
thai for it we are willing to die. 
It was in that spirit that the 
pioneers risked the forest, fought 
the Indians, crossed fierce and un­ 
known rivers and built a free society 
for courageous people. It was not 
fear that produced a Miles Standish 
or a Daniel Boone or a Lewis and 
Clark. It was not fear that stirred 
our ancestors to write the May­ 
flower Compact, the Declaration of 
Independence, or the Conetiumoo 


of the United States. A people who 
fear. cringe before power and debase 
themselves before the mighty. 


It ti not by fear that we shall 
achieve greatness. It is by faith 
—■by faith in our institutions, in 
our civilization which ti bi afd 
upon the dignity of man, pro­ 
tected by our Constitution and 
Law. 


That was not told our soldiers In 
the orientation and indoctrination 
courses in the last war. Instead they 
were told the wonder* of our ally. 
Soviet Russia, arondcrs that we are 
now being told were, in reality, lies. 
Ue want no mare lies of one kind 
or another.
